"Ts very probable, that we were poſſeſſed of fo 
much Coin in the Year 1700, and that the ſame was 
in a great meaſure owing to the War that happen'd 
at the Time of the Revolution; which, tho' it laid 
the Country waſte, yet brought in a great deal of 
Money, for Payment of the Armies ; which conti- 
nuing to circulate among us, gave Life to all Buſi- 
neſs, and, much ſooner than could be expected, re- 
triev'd the Affairs of Feland: But, the Act of Re- 
ſumption (ſoon after taking place) ſwept away, at 
once, about 600,000 J. of our 'Treaſure. Under 
which Loſs we languiſhed for ſome Years, and did 
not fully recover our ſelves, till about the Year 1715, 
when, the Ballance of Trade running much in our 
Favour, and our Remittances abroad being moderate, 
- there was no want of Money or Credit for the Sup- 
port of Buſineſs; but on the contrary, the Intereſt 
2 Money was lower'd, and the Price of Lands grew 
igh. | . = 
Tavs we continued for ſome time in a tolerable 
Condition: But, of late, that Treaſure which was 
the Fruit and Acquiſition of many Years, hath gra- 
dually flow'd from us; which makes us daily more 
ſenſible of the Scarcity of Money, which could for- 
merly be eaſily had at 6 J. per Cent. Intereſt, but 
now cannot, without ſome Difficulty, be had at 71. 
This Want of Money in the Kingdom, throws a 
Damp upon all Buſineſs 5 Manufacturers can't be ſet

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to work, Materials purchas d, or Credit ſubſiſt: and 
People, who are willing to ſupport themſelves by 
their Induſtry, are left to ſtruggle with Poverty, for 
Want of Employment. 1 8 

Wr are not now at a loſs to point out the princi- 
pal Source of all our Misfortunes, and the chief Cauſs 
of all this Diſtreſs, It appears plainly, from the Liſt 


of Abſentees, and the Eſtimate of the Quantity of Spe- 


cies they may be reaſonably ſuppoſed to draw yearly 
out of the Kingdom, that no other Country labours 
under ſo waſteful a Drain of its Treaſure, as Jreland 
does at preſent, by an annual Remittance of above 
600,000 l. to our Gentlemen abroad, without the leaſt 
Conſideration, or Value return'd for the ſame : This 
is ſo great a Burthen upon us, that, I believe, 


there is not, in Hiſtory, an Inſtance of any one 


Country paying ſo large a yearly Tribute to ano- 
ther. 1 18 þ 
Corrs that abound in Mines of Gold and Sil- 
ver, are enabled, by the Bounty of Nature, to bear 
an Exportation of their Bullion: But others, which 
want this natural Produce, and have no other Way 
of getting or keeping Money, but, by having the 
Ballance of Trade in their Favour, ſuffer extreamly, 
when ever they want Coin ſufficient for circulating 
their Buſineſs. 8 
Ir is believed by many, who underſtand our Mo- 
ney Affairs, that there is leſs Species now in the 
Kingdom, than was at any one Time ſince the Re- 
volution, if not ſince the Reſtoration. The moſt San- 
guine do not reckon, that we have 490,000 J. now 


remaining: If ſo, it is impoſſible to ſubſiſt much 


longer under ſuch a Drain; for, if the Quantity of 
Money exported, vaſtly over-ballances any Income

that a Noble Lord, of the greateſt Fortune here, is to 
have 80,000 J. remitted: to him, by Sale of Part of his f 
Eſtate, and that ſeveral others are ſelling, or mort 
gaging their Lands for large Sums: if all theſe De- 
ſigns ſhould ſoon take place, they will be ſufficient to 
carry off all the eirculating Caſſi of the Kingdom in 
a very ſhort time. | „s 

"T's true, this Evil is of fuch a nature, as ins 
little time it muſt cure itſelf; for if the Demands of 
our Abſentees greatly exceed all our Gain by Trade, 
and amount to as much yearly, as the whole current 
Coin of the Kingdom; there will be ſoon nothing 
left for them to draw away, and they mult be ford 
to return to their Native Country; which muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be the caſe, unleſs (which can't reaſonably 
be ſuppos'd) they ſhall think it a lefs Grievanee to 
ſtarve abroad. "LEM 
Wurd Things come to this Extremity, Great muſt 
be the Calamity of all, even of thofe who are inno= 
cent, and have not had the leaſt ſhare in bringing this 
Evil upon us; for then no Rents can be paid in Mo- 
ney, but all in Kind; no ſort of Trade can be car- 
ried; on, but by bartering one Commodity for an- 
ether: The Price of Lands muſt univerſally fall, the 
Army muſt be hroke, or live on free Quarters; and 
the Eſtabliſhment, and all Profefſions muſt fink for 
want of Money to ſupport them. 
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Wr ſhall be then reduc'd to the Condition of 
fome of our Plantations, out of which, for the ſame 
Cauſes, all Money is carry d off as faſt as it enters, 
and nothing left current but Paper, by the Authority 
of Government, under a great Diſcount. 7 
Is our Gentlemen abroad were the only Sufferers 


by their Conduct, we ſhould have no reaſon to com- 


plain; but it happens in this caſe, that tho' they bring 
this Evil upon us, they will be the laſt that will feel 
the Effects of it; bur, at length, muſt ſhare the ſame 


Fate with ourſelves. 
I ſhall, in what follows, conſider the Ballance of 


the Trade of Ireland, and how far it may enable us 


to ſupport theſe Remittances abroad ; it will appear 
clearly from thence, that whatever Gain we had for- 


merly, the ſame has decreas'd of late Years conſide- 


rably, and falls much ſhort of what is ſufficient tq 


- anſwer the Demands of our Gentlemen abroad; info- 


much, that the Ballance of our whole Trade for the 
Year 1726, inſtead of being in our favour, was 
12,0001, againft us, occaſion'd by a great Importa- 


tion of foreign Commodities. a 


Tis melancholy to obſerve, that now we are la- 
bouring under great Diſadvantages in Trade, and 
ſtruggling with Penury and Want; the Humour of 


living, and ſpending abroad ſtill enereaſes among our 


Men of Quality and Station, and has even infected 
our Ladies, who may be ſooner found out at London, 
Paris, Rome, or any foreign Place of Expence, than 
at home. | 

Ir thoſe Gentlemen, who now draw out of the King- 
dom yearly 600,000/. could be prevail'd upon, to 
ſpend the ſame at home, the Advantages and good 
Effects thereof, would be ſoon viſible in the Im- 
provement of Lands and Houſes; in the Increaſe 
of People, Arts, and Manufactures, in a greater 
Produce in the Exciſe and Cuſtoms, and in a better

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Support of the Government: Whereas now by the 
means of our Nobility and Gentry deſerting their own

Manner of Living, an Affectat ion of imitating the No- 
bility and Gentry of other Countries in their Expen- 
ces, together with! the Largeneſs of their Fortunes, 
are the principal Motives of their ſpending all their: 
Eſtates abroad; which they ſeldom fail to innumber 
with great Debrs,, and frequently ſell, either to gran 
tify their preſent Vanity, or pay for paſt Follies: - 

?*T1s a melancholy Obſervation, and fit to be. remem⸗ 
bred, that almoſt. all the Eſtates, which of late Tears 
have been ſold in Ireland, have belong d to ſuch of 
our Gentlemen, as brought themſelves under a Neceſ- 
ſity of ſelling, to diſcharge Debts contracted abroad: 
we can juſtly date the Ruin of ſeveral great Families, 
from the fatal Period of their going to live abroad; 
and we may now prophetically pronounce the like Fate 
of ſeveral others, who have of late, or ſhall hereafrer 
follow the ſame Courſe of living, That their Lande 
ſpall paſs away'to Srrangers,: and their Nager be no more

Tus Extinction of: duch Kamilios: mon baby | 
de no hurt to the Publick, but then the Value of 
heir Eſtates ſpent abroad, is certainly loſt to the 
dingdom; an Enghſh, Prodigal, injures none but 
is own Family, ſince whatever he ſquanders, goes 
to the Pockets of others of the ſame Country: 
at an Fiſo Spendthriſt, vho commonly makes Lon

Non can we altogether excuſe the Ali lar) Officers

Country: Of the many General Officers on our E- 
ſtabliſhment, very few of them are at any time to be 
found here, tho they are perhaps the only Generals 
in Europe, in full Pay in time of Peace; and if at 
any time any of them are ordered to review our For-

And by another Act made in 
the ſame Year, jntituled, An AF concerning Abſentees, 
it was ordained, That if any of the King's Subjetts or 
Officers, be abſent out of the Kingdom of Ireland, h 
the Commandment of the King, or the Governor, or 
Council, that their Lands, Rents, or Offices, by their 
ſaid Abſence, ſhall not be ſeix d, nor taken into the King” 
Hands, and their Offices ſhall not be void. 
 'Tuazsz Acts do neceſlarily imply and preſuppoſe 
that there were then Acts in force, (which, though 
now not mention'd in our Statute-Books, yet poſ- 
ſibly may be found in ſome of our Offices of Re- 
cord) whereby the Offices, and two third Parts of 
the Profits of the Lands of Abſentees, were forfeited 
to the King.

As this 


Evil grows daily upon us, and has already thrown 


the Nation into a waſteful Conſumption: of all its 


Subſtance, tis high time to apply ſome Remedy to 


ſtop this immoderate Drain, that has reduced us al- 


moſt to nothing: And, this can be done no other 
Way, than, in Imitation of our Anceſtors, and of all 
wiſe Nations, in the like Caſe, by taxing the Eſtates 


of thoſe, who, out of Wantonneſs and Luxury, 
chooſe to ſpend all the Profits thereof abroad, to 


the Impoveriſhment and Ruin of their Native Coun- 
try. Unleſs ſome ſuch Method be taken, we ſhall 


ſoon. be deprived of all the little Money left among 


us, be diſabled from anſwering the Charges of the

"Tis not reaſonable to expect, that the Security 
of the Proteſtant Religion and Intereſt in this Kin

high a Value on their Foreign Pleaſures; that for the

make any Improvements, who never mean to live 
among us. Nay, their living abroad ſeems to have 
ſo far alienated their Affections from their Country, 
and hardened their Tempers towards it, that they 
above all others, are remarkable for ſetting their E- 
ſtates at a Racł- Rent, ſo as hardly to allow a Liveli- 
hood to their poor Tenants, by whom they are ſup-

THrxxe is no Country in Europe, which produces, 
and exports ſo great a Quantity of Beef, Butter, Tal- 
low, Hydes and Wool, as Treland does; and yet our 
common People are very poorly. cloath'd, go bare- 
legged half the Lear, aud very rarely taſte of that 
Fleſh-Meat, with which we ſo much abound. We 
pinch our ſelves in every Article of Life, and export 
more than we can well ſpare, with no other Effect or 
i!

Bur 'tis to be hoped, that our Legiſlature will 
take care, that thoſe Gentlemen who ſpend their 
Fortunes abroad, and are thereby the greateſt, and 
almoſt only Cauſe of its Poverty and Diſtreſs, ſhall 
not be the only Perſons favoured, and exempted 
from paying the Taxes thereof.

Tuis Eſtimate ſhews us, what Share-we ourſelves, 

as well as other Countries have in the Shipping em- 

ploy'd in the Exportation and ion tht of our 


Commodities; but what Proportion of thoſe Com- 
modities are exported or imported on'the account 
of our own Merchants, is not ſo eaſy to aſcertain : 
but upon the beſt Enquiry I have been able to make, 
I judge, that at a Medium the third Part of the 
Value of our whole Exports, may be the Propor- 
tion that our Merchants export on their own ac- 
counts, and that a Profit of 12 J. per Cent. at a Me- 
dium, may be allow'd to ariſe from this part of our 
Exportation, including the Freight of our own Ship- 
ping: Upon this Suppoſition, the Gain accruing to 
the Kingdom thereby, will, by an Allowance of 12 I.

a great Height, and ſtill go on in improving the 
ſame; and by the Cheapneſs of Labour and Provi- 
ſions, are able to underſell the Eugliſb already in their 
own and foreign Markets: The French have thereby 


| ſel in a great meaſure ingroſſed the Woollen Trade in 
that Turkey and the Mediterranean, which was formerly 
ron carry'd on by the Eugliſp; and many Provinces in 
00 Germany now ſupply themſelves with their own Ma- 
tho nufactures, which they likewiſe had formerly from 


Eng- 
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Englaud : We find alſo, that ſince the Miniſtries of 
Alberoni and Ripperda, the Spaniards have, either out 
of Revenge or Policy, preſecuted the Woollen Trade 
with ſuch Vigour, that they now cloath their Ar- 
mies with their own Manufactures, and iti imitation 
of the Court, the Nobility and better Sort are clo- 
thed the ſame way ; and that Engliſh Bays, which 
aſed to be the common Wear of the Country, is not 
now made uſe of there. If this Humour goes on, the. 
Spaniards may in time prohibit the Exportation of 
their Wooll, the principal Ingredient of the fine Pra- 
pery of England. BETTE | 
Tnis is a very difagreeable Scene of Affairs, which 
ſhould inſpire the Engliſh with Reſolutions of taking 
other Meaſures to mend their Condition : they ſee 
the French, Dutch, and others have rival'd and even 
worm'd them out of a great Part of their Woollen 
Trade, and they are in danger of being driven out 
of the beſt part of what remains, unleſs ſome new 
Courſe' be taken to retrieve their Woollen Trade; 
which can be done no other way, than by being able 
to under-ſell the French and | Dutch in foreign Mar- 
| kets; for it is a Maxim, which always holds good, 
that he commands the Market, who ſells beſt and 

cheapeſt. This is what the Enghſh can't do of them- 
ſelves, conſidering the high Price of Labour, Taxes, 
and Manner of Living in Exgland, which lie heavy 
on their ManufaQures, and make them come dearer

There is no way left 
for the People of England to recover any loſt Trade, 
but by the fame Ways and Means whereby others

8th, Tux Inhabitants of Belfaſt have begun a lau- 
dable Practice of uſing Linnen Scarfs and Crapes 
at Funerals, inſtead of Silk Modes, which are gene- 
rally imported clandeſtinely into the Kingdom from 


France, and are of little Service for any other Pur- 
poſe, and are pretty much of the ſame Price; where- 


as Linnen Scarfs may be applied to many other 
Utes, and may be made of all Prices, from one Shil- 
ling to eight Shillings a Yard, anſwerable to the 
Quality or Fortune of the Deceaſed ; which are 
good Arguments for their Uſe, and the more ſo, 


when we conſider that they are the Manufacture of 


our own Kingdom. | 
9th, Ir may be thought adyiſeable alſo for the 


People of Ireland to bury their Dead in Woollen; 


by which means they will increaſe the Manufacture 
and Conſumption of their own Wool, which they 


are not allowed to export abroad; and at the ſame 


time ſave more Linnen for Exportation, for which 
they have full Vent in other Countries.

Conduct of our Merchants, who crowding into fo- 
reign Ma. kets, with great Quantities of our periſh- 
able Commodities at once, give Foreigners an Op- 
portunity of playing them one againſt another, 
and ſinking the Value of their Goods very low; 
whereas, if they would concert their Affairs better, 
and forbear carrying their Commodities to ſuch 
Places, in greater Proportions than they are de- 


manded, they might diſpoſe of them to much greater 


Advantage, and turn the Tables on thoſe, who can't 
do without them. VV | IS 

Havins thus with the greateſt Candour and Im- 
partiality laid before the Reader, the yearly Value 
of the Remittances in Money, which we may rea- 
ſonably be ſuppos'd to make to our Gentlemen who 
live abroad; and having alſo conſider'd, what Ballance 
in our Favour we have by our whole Trade to en- 
able us to maintain theſe Remittances ; and having 
likewiſe taken into Conſideration ſeveral other Arti- 
cles which do either increaſe or leſſen the Ballance : I 
leave it to every one to judge whether the Inferences 
and Obſervations drawn from thence are well ground- 
ed. It appears on one hand, that our Abſentees draw 
out of the Kingdom yearly above 600,000 J. and on 
the other, that the Ballance in our Favour by our 
Trade, (which is the Fund we have to diſcharge 
theſe Draughts upon us with,) amounts to no more 


than 180, ooo l. yearly, according to the publick Eſti- 
mates, and by Conſequence there will be wanting 


420, ooo l. to make good theſe Payments. 

Now ſuppoſing the ſaid Ballance of 180, ooo J. not 
to be lefſen'd by the Running of foreign Goods into 
the Kingdom; but, on the contrary, 5 a more ad- 
vantageous Sale of our Commodities abroad in a fair 


Trade, and by clandeſtine Exportation to be in- 


creas'd to a further Sum of 180, ooo J. (which is 
ow'd) yet even then we ſhall 
1 _ "want 
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want 240,000 1. to make up the full Sum of our Re- 
mittances abroad. . 
How we have been able hitherto to ſupport all 
this, I leave to others to account for; perhaps, that 
Stock which we have been gathering for many Years, 
may hitherto have enabled us to anſwer theſe De- 
mands upon us, when they were more moderate; 
but, tis impoſſible for us to ſubſiſt much longer un- 
der ſuch a waſteful Drain. Tis evident, by the great 
Scarcity of Money in the Kingdom, that our Stock 
is draining off to the Lees; which is in a good mea- 
ſure owing alſo to the Neceſſity we were under che 
laſt two ears of ſending out to the value of 200, ooo l. 
to bring in Corn for our Subſiſtance. 
II this be our Caſe now, and that the preſent 
Caſh of the Kingdom is no way ſufficient to carry 


on our domeſtick or foreign Trade, and that there 


is a great Stagnation in our Buſineſs already for 
want of Money; what muſt be our Caſe in a little 
time, when all the reſt of our Species ſhall be car- 
ry'd off? as it muſt certainly be, if our Gentlemen 
abroad ſha!l continue to draw it from us, in the De- 
gree they do at preſent ; the Conſequence will then 
be, thai we ſhall not be able to ſupport our Efta- 

bliſhment, and ſhall ceaſe to be an Advantage to Eng- 
land, which will ever receive leſs from us in Propor- 
tion, as we grow poorer. "Tis to be hoped, the 
People of England will not be againſt our taxing the 
Eftates of our Abſentees, ſince it may enable us to 
pay the Taxes of our Country, ſupport our Govern- 
ment, and prevent our becoming a Burthen to them; 
and we may preſumes they may be the rather inclin'd 
to approve of ſuch a Tax, ſince tis more than pro- 
bable, that moſt of our Abſentees will, notwithſtand- 
ing this, ſtill live among them, and not forego their 
foreign Pleaſures on that account. 

I Have taken particular notice of the Benefits, 


which accrue to England by its Dealings with hes 
es an 
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and that it is its Intereſt to let the People of Ireland 
into a free Enjoyment of every Branch of Trade, 


and to give full Employment to all their Hands, 
fince every Profit ariſing from thence will only ſerve 
to enlarge their Remittances to that Kingdom. 
Ix the People of England will ſtill keep us under 
the {ame Reſtrictions in Trade, let them ſend us home 
our Gentlemen ; or if they will have our Gentlemen 
live and ſpend their Fortunes among them, it is to be 
hoped that they will give us a greater Liberty of 
rade to enable us to maintain them there: One or 
och of theſe Expedients ſeems to be abſolutely ne- 
ce y at preſent, for the Support of this Kingdom. 
HAvINOG by this time tir'd the Reader as well as 
my ſelf, I ſhall only beg leave to take notice, that I 
hope the general Obſervations, I have drawn from a 
plain Repreſentation of Matters of Fact, and pub- 
lick Eſtimates, will not, as 1t never was my Intention 
they ſhould, give the leaſt Offence to any one. *Tis 
of no Importance to be inform'd, who the Author 
is; it may ſuffice to know, that he can with the 
greateſt Truth and Sincerity declare, that he has em- 
ploy'd his Thoughts, and ſome leiſure Hours on this 
Subject, with no other Delign, than to do ſome 
Service to this Country; and that he has no perſonal 
Views either to hurt any one, or to ſerve himſelf.”

and Riches, and avoiding thoſe Evils, which at pre- 
ſent threaten the Ruin of the Kingdom. |
